An outsider, how- 
ever, can see everyone of a six or an eight- 
oar crew, @nd with such an assistant the 
stroke oar can give his undivided attention 
to the: length and swiftness of his‘ stroke,’ 
leaving it to the coach ‘to see that the men’ 
conform to his movementé, and put their fall 
strength into their ‘work. There is one other 
point which our college oarsmen will ao well
